But Asserts Court Plan 


Will Go Through—Op- 


ponents Say "No" 


WASHINGTON 
— (/I1) — William 


Green, pledging support of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor to the Roose- 
velt court bill, asserted Tuesday its 
adoption would "retain for the su- 
preme court the respect to which it is 
justly entitled." 


The labor leader appeared before the 


senate judiciary committee at a time 
when a hint of a compromise from 
Senator Robinson of Arkansas, Dem- 
ocratic leader, stimulated talk of a 
conntitulional amendment to parallel 
legislation by the president. 


Amendment Hinted 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—Senator Rob- 


inson (Dem.. Ark.), the Democratic 
leader, produced Monday night the 
first compromise suggestion to come 
trojn tjift administration side of the de- 
bn te over Presiderft' Roosevel t's rcor- 
ganizalion bill. 


After 
predicting passage 
of the 


Roosevelt measure before the session 
closes, ho held out the possibility that 
a constitutional amendment may be 
proposed to the states, of a nature 
still to be determined. 


While Robinson would not discuss its 


possible contents, it became evident 
that some administration leaders were 
favorably disposed toward an amend- 
ment offered by Senator Norris (Ind. 
Neb.), to limit tin- terms of federal 
judges, including those of the Supreme 
Court, to nine years. 


Some administration backers of the 


president's proposal lo inn-case the 
Supreme Court to a maximum of 15 
justices if incumbents over 70 years of 
age d o not 
retire expressed 
the 


thought that the Robinson suggestion 
might increase support of the White 
House measure. 


They expressed hoi>c it might make 


a favorable impression among those 
senators—roughly a third of the Sen- 
ate—who have not yet sommittcd 
themselves on the issue and some of 
w h o m are backing constitutional 
amendments. 


"There is no inconsistency in the 


president's proposal and in certain 
amendments to the constitution that 
have been proposed," Robinson said in 
a .statement carefully dictated to re- 
porters. 


"1 expect the plan of the president 


will be approved by the congress. It 
is by no means certain that amend- 
ments will not also be considered by 
the two houses of congress for sub- 
mission to the states. 


"Certain amendments that have been 


proposed would undoubtedly be- re- 
ceived by the public with favor. These 
amendments, however, do not have 
direct relationship lo the increase in 
the supreme court membership which 
is contemplated by the president's 
plan. 


"The latter is gaining ground stead- 


ily and I believe will be passed by 
both houses during the present ses- 
sion." 


Norris 
submitted 
two 
proposals 


which he hoped might furnish material 
for compromise. They were the con- 
stitutional amendment limiting terms 
of federal judges to nine years, and a 
bill requiring that at least seven of the 
high tribunal's nine members lonc-ur 
before an act of congress can be de- 
clared invalid. 


Senators opposing the Roosevelt bill

Chairman Eccles Favors 


Income, Profits Taxes, 


If Necessary 


WASHINGTON - W>) - Chairman 


Marriner S. Eccles of the Federal Re- 
serve Board called Monday night for 
"a prompt balancing of the federal 
budget" through imposition of higher 
income and profits taxes if necessary. 


Eccles detailed his views on prices 


and credit, pledged continuance of 
the board's "easy money" policy and 
said that increased wages and shorter 
hours which restrict production "are 
not at this time in the interest of the 
public in general or in the real interest 
of the workers themselves." 


Officials said the statement was is- 


sued to put an end to misleading 
rumors regarding the board's credit 
policies. 


A slump in government bonds last 


Friday was attributed by some of- 
ficials here to "dopesters" predictions 
that money would become tighter. The 
selling wave of last Friday was fol- 
lowed Monday by widening losses in 
the government bond list. 
I 


Eceies said that with large numbers 


of people still unemployed any move 
to tighten money rates "would not 
only be anti-social but uneconomic. 


He attributed sharp price rises re- 


cently to "non-monetary factors," in- 
eluding foreign armament demands, 
strikes, and 
"monopolistic pruclii-i-.s 


by certain groups both in industry 
and organized labor." 


Eccles said that "the upward spiral 


of wages and prices into inflationary 
price levels can be as disastrous as 
the downward spiral of deflation." He 
suid the remedy for price inflation 
was a broad expansion of production 
rather than a tighlening of money 
rates. 


"Under present conditions of accel- 


erating recovery," he added, "u con- 
tinuous easy money policy to be suc- 
cessful in achieving and maintaining 
a balanced recovery must be accom- 
panied by a prompt balancing of the 
federal budget and the .subsequent re- 
tirement of public debt." 


"1 have not been and I am not now 


in favor of balancing the budget at 
the expense of the destitute and the 
unemployed who are unable to find 
private employment, but 
I am in 


favor of increasing taxes on incomes 
and profits if necessary to sustain the 
volume of relief and at the same time ' 
bring the budget into balance and 
permit the paring down of public debt 
as private debt expands. Only by this 
process can monetary inflation be pre- 
vented."

"Adolf Hitler and his immediae staff 
of Nazipathics have become a sort of 
monster, threatening the peace of the 
world." 


But, said the former NRA adminis- 


trtor, they menaced peace "only a little 
more than Stalin and his crew of prim- 
itives." 


"There is," he auded, 'little that 


seems normal or human about either." 


"There is no great difference," he 


went on, "between the totalitarian 
state of Hitler and the empire of the 
kaiser-, except the cut of the mustache 
of supreme authority. This country 
does not presume to tell other peoples 
how they should be governed, but we 
have a right to stand here on our 
shores and tell other peoples how we 
will not be governed." 


John L. Lewis, head of the Commit- 


tee for Industrial Organization, assert- 
ed the four-year record of the Nazi 
regime 
"reveals a program 
more 


thorough in its ghastly practices than 
any of us could have foreseen in 
1933." 


The German government, he added, 


had practiced a "deadly terror" against 
workers and against all minorities. 


"Unionism," he said, "no longer 


exists in Germany. Hundreds of union 
leaders have been murdered because 
of their loyalty to the trust placed in 
them by German workers." In this 
country, he went on, "if we can estab- 
lish industrial democracy we can in- 
sure the continuance of its political 
democracy." 


There was but one method, he as- 


sorted, to "insure safety for the future 
—labor must become articulate. If 
we can organize the masses of Ameri- 
can workers we can free them from 
industrial servitude. If we can free 
them from industrial servitude we can, 
in the fullest sense, free them from the

The Bite of a Mad Dog Is Just as Dangerous in 


Winter as in Summer

1 The; word "rabies" is Latin for "mad- 
ness." Hydrophobia means" fear of 
water. These' deflations present what 
seem lei be the most significant symp- 
toms of this disease. 


So horrible was hydrophobia that in- 


numerable superstitions developed re- 
garding its cause and methods of cure. 


It was customary, for instance, to 


bum with a red hot iron the flesh of 
a person who had been bitten by any 
mad animal. In some places it was 
customary to apply to bite wounds a 
so-called "mad stone." which was sup- 
posed to draw out the poison-of hydro- 
phobia. And it was believed that dog 
bites . carried madness only on hot 
days, which became known as "dog 
days." 


There is no evidence to support the 


belief that the bite of a mad dog is 
worse in summer than in winter. It is 
just as dangerous at one time as anoth- 
er. Dog bites may be more frequent 
from April to September than from 
October to March because dogs run 
loose more often during the milder 
weather. 


When a dog bites another animal or 


a human being, the disease is trans- 
mitted by. its saliva, which contains 


the poisonous material. About 14 days 
after the bite the disease will begin to 
appear if the person is infected. 


The shorter the distance from the 


location of the bite to the brain—other 
factors being equal—the shorter the 
period before the disease starts, and 
the greater its virulence. For this i 
reason, bites on the face or lips may j 
be much more serious than those else- 
where on the body. 


In the vast majority of cases, the on- 


set of the idsease follows the bite by 
20 to 90 days. During this "incuba- 
tion period," there may be only symp- 
toms of restlessness, apprehension and 
sometimes irritation and tingling pain 
at the site of the wound. 


When the disease begins, the horrible 


symptoms which give it its name make 
their appearance. There is a slgiht 
huskiness of the voice and a sense of 
choking, due to the fact that the swal- 
lowing and breathing muscles go into 
spasms. 


The victim may refuse water be- 


cause of the spasms and the pain asso- 
ciated with swallowing. Eventually 
these convulsions and spasms may af- 
fect the whole body and, finally, the 
spine may stiffen and bend. Death in 
such cases results from a general 
paralysis.

Child's Limping Is Danger Sign to Heed 


It is no wonder that the mother of a 


tiny child is confused when she goes 
to buy new shoes. 


Shall they be high or low? Shall 


they be heavy, study ones to keep the 
feet braced, or soft little affairs to al- 
low muscles full play, and the feet to 
do their own bracing? 


I have bought so many, and under 


such varieties of good advice that I 
now depend on my own judgment. 


I have discovered this much, that if 


shoes are level along their entire soles, 
big enough to allow fo rtoe-room, with- 
out rubbing either heels or toes, whole 
enough to keep out weather, and flex- 
ible enough for muscles ot work, the 
rest is not too important, except in 
special cases. 


One time I was buying "low-cuts" 


for a two-year-old in a very good 
store. The clerk was so upset that I 
changed my mind and purchased a pair 
of high ones. "Dr. 'So-and-So," he 
mentioned a well-known orthopedist, 
"never recommends low shoes for 
children of two or under. 


Others Lower Limit 


I asked another "foot" man about it 


later, and he lowered the limit to one 
year. Another doctor wrote that ba- 
bies' first walking shoes should be as 
soft as the bare foot itself. But I be- 
lieve that most specialists prefer brac- 
ing the ankle. 


If there is the least tendency for an 


ankle to bulge or turn, there is cer- 
tainly no choice. Some children have 
to wear the higher shoes for several 
years. 


What a difference ihere is now wilh 


our common-sense shoes for growing 
children, over the old days when no 
one thought that feet were important. 
The price went into fancy buttons or 
velvet tops and if children could walk 
in them and they didn't pinch too hard, 
that was just fine. 


It is excellent for all children to take 


off their shoes and run about the 
house a bit in bare feet. It is also a 
good idea for them to put hands on 
hips, and lift themselves up and down 
on heels. It takes only a few moments 
and both ankle and leg muscles are 
strengthened. 


Heed Child's Complaints 


If a child complains that there is a 


rough place inside his shoe, or some- 
thing that rubs, and we see him "sav- 
ing" 
that place and walking crooked 


or limping, we had best look into the 
shoes at once and see what can be 
done. Maybe it has grown too short 
for his toes. 


A few weeks of walking crooked can 


upset the bone-conformity, a condition 
that may persist. Crooked heels throw 
the whole body out of line. If a child 
wears one heel down, or both, too 
quickly, on either the outside or in- 
side, he is not walking right and may 
possibly need rpofessional attention. 
Crooked heels should be repaired when 
they begin to slant. 


As for our two-year-olds and less, 


the matter of dressing feet depends on 
the parents' own good judgment, let 
us say, unless a specialist is giving 
specific advice for certain reasons, and 
the thing to do then is to listen, and 
to take it.

Last year a 
"tote" was installed by his sons, Guy 
and Paul, who have inherited some of 
their father's love of horses. 


Ihe other three major tracks are 


Alamo Downs in San Antonio, Epsom 
Downs in Houston and Fair Park in 
Dallas. They aren't as elaborate as the 
Waggoner plant but the cost thous- 
ands to build and their owners are 
wailing over the fact that they will 
be good for nothing except chicken 
roosts if the repeal bill goes through. 


Repeal, of course, would also force 


abandonment of the numerous

breeding farms around the state. 


Waggoner's Three-D Stock Farm, 


Dick George's Glad Acres Farms, Bed- 
ford Stock Farms, Fishburn Stables, 
Valdina Farms and the Stroube-Tarn 
farm at Corsicana are among the best 
in the country.
